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The aim of the survey is to confirm that the submarine is safe to be moved 
and docked. More work will be done when in dock depending on what it is 
intended to do with the submarine thereafter. 

In this respect SEC(FS) must be pressed to obtain a decision before the docking 
BO that the work required can be properly defined. 

The action is still with DGSR/SUBS 11 to obtain a date for the docking and 
issue an outline programme.
